Y Right now, Ad4a/ter, 


as tO Our Con/ftitutt- 
om. You allow the 3 Eftates of Lords Spi- 
ritual, Lords Temporal, and Commons to be 
Parts of our Conftitution ; but ftill under the 
Crown, and in Due Subordination to it. As 
the Oracle of the Law fays (Cokes 4. Inftit.) 
That the King is the Head the Beginning 
and End of the Parliament. But the Crown 
is the Original and Foundation Conftitution, 
‘ordained at firft. by God. And whence 
all the Authority in the Kingdom is De- 
riv’'d. 


(2.) Rebearfal. The Parliament is a Confti- 
tution. But it is an\Human Conftitution ordain’d 
of Mex. The Crown is a Conftitution. But 
it is Divine, that is, Ordained of God. And 
it is Prior to that of Parliaments. For ther 
were Kings beforg ther were any Parlia- 
ments. The firft King was Adam. AndI have 
Deduc'd the fame Government from him to 
this Day. And‘it is not Alter’d by the Ad- 
ditional Conftitution of a Parliament, For that 
was ordain’d to did and Afijt the Crown ; 
And to A& in Subordination to the Crown, 
And while the Parliamest has-no Coercion 
over the Cromz, the Power of the Crewx Re- 
mains Whole and Intire. . 

Country-m. But | have fome Objeétions to 
make. And they will be made by many of 
our Country-Men. And you muft Anfwer 
them fully and clearly Aafter, to Help us to 
Underftand this Matter. , 


(3.) Therefore I Objeé, That if the King 
(or Queen) is free from all Coeréson, then he 
is Abjolute and Arbitrary, and may do what 
he will. Then our Government is the fame 
with that of Turky or the Great Afogull. And 
ther is an End of our Liberty, Property, and 
Laws. Therefore Anfjwer me Diretily, is the 
King Bound by the Lams, or is he not? 

Rebearf. He is Bound. And Bound by all 
the Tyes that are Poflible to Binda King. He 
is Bound by his Oath to God at his Corona. 


tion, as well as his Promife to his People. He 
is Bound by all the Laws of Fujftice and Ho- 
nour. And I will add, That he is Bound by 
his Interef? too: Which with fome is the 
Strongeft Tye. For it cannot be his Intereff 
to Provoke his People; left Factions fhou’d 
Arife. Of which ther has been frequent and 
Fatal Examples. For the Generality of A/an- 
kind are Govern’d more by their Paffions and 
Affettions than by Reafon. 


_(4.) Now thefe are all the Tyes poflible 
t8 Binda King, except that of Coercion. And 
that Cannot be without a Difflution of 
the whole Government. For if a Power of 
Coercing the King were Granted to any Mary 
that Adan wou'd ipfo facto be King, and the 
King wou’d be his Subject. And if you fhou’d 
Grant to Angier the Power of Coercing that 
Man, \eft he Thou’d.do Amifs, then that O- 
ther wou'd be King.’ And fo on for ‘ever, 
that ther Coffd be no Government or Settle- 
ment in the World. Therefore our Laws have 
Wifely Barr’d all Coercion over the King. 
Becaufe that wou'd overthrow all Govern 
ment, and Render it Jmpratticable to the 





Worlds end. 


(5.) But at the fame time they take all 
the Security: that is Poffible, or that a King 
can give, for the Prefervation of the Laws. 
He Pawns his Soul for it, in an Oath to 
God, as well as his Honour, and his Intereft 
in his People. And he that wou’d expect 
Impoflible Securities, weakens the Force of 
all Security. It is in vain for us to expect 
a Security beyond that of which Human 
Nature is Capable. And while we Grafp 
after it, we lofe the Real -Security that we 
have. What Security have the People of 
Venice or®Holland againtt their Governors? 
All Governments whatfoever are equally Ar- 
bitrary and De/potick in fome hands or other. 
And it cannot be otherwife. 





(6.) We have the beft Conflitution in 
the World, if we will be Content with 
; it. 































































it. The Kimg has Bound himfelf neither 
to Make nor Repeal our Laws, without 
Confent of Parliament. And the Forms 
and Methods of Tryals are Regulated by 
our Laws, It is not fo in Tuky, or with 
the Great Mogull. But the Arbitrary Will of 
the Prince is the Law with them. Thus 
Happy and Free are we, beyond any Peo- 
ple upon Earth. But if we will not be 
Content with this, and nothing will ferve 
us for our Security but a Coercion over the 
‘Cown; We Diffdive all Government, and 
make our felves the moft miferable People 
upon the Face of the Earth. Nothing then 
can follow but Civ War aud perpetual 
Comeft, without atiy Profpeé? or Peffibslity of 
Settlemext, upon the Principle of Coercion. 
For this Coercion muft run Roand to who- 
ever is in the Gevernment, and ther can 
never be an End. 

Country-m. Then Kings are not Bound by 
way of Coercion, but Of Confcience, Horour, 
and Jyteref, as’ you fay. But can this be 
call’d being Bound? How can he be Bound 
to us, who is fo far Above us, as to +e 
Free from our Coercion, and when we. can- 
not Exaét the Penalty, if he Breaks with 


us ? 


(7-) Rehearf{. The Great God is far more 
Above us than any Kirg. Yet he has been 
Pleas’d to Condefcead to us, to make Co- 
venants with us, and give us Laws. And 
has Bound Himfelt to thofe Laws. And 
given us a Right to Emplead Him upon thofe 
Laws. He fays, be Judge, O Houle of 
Trael, betwixt Me and my Vine-Yard. 
What cou’d have been done tovmy Vinb- 
Yard that I bave not done? And David 
fays to God, Pfal. 51. That thou mighteft be 
Hoftifi'd-in Thy faying, and Clear when Thou 
art Fuaged. It is faid, If me Confe/s our 
Sins, He i Faithfull ardgFuft to forgive us 
our Sins. It is not faid Mergfull to-Forgive, 
but Faithfull and Fujt, that is upon Account 
of his Covenant, which Jhe allows us to 
Plead. °: 
Yet after all this, how Bla/phemous wou'd 
it be to fay, That God had given us any 
Coercion over Himfelf, for the Security of 
His Laws? So that ther may be Security 
without Coercion. Nay, ther can be none 
with ic. For we muft be Superior to thofe 
over whom we have Coercion. Which as 
it is Bla/phemy to fay in Relation to God, 
So it is Abfard and Contradiétory in Relation 
to our Superiors upon Earth. For that wou’d 
make us the Swperiors, and our Sxperiors nog 
to be Superions.

¢o lie in having the Crown free from C- 
ercion, and the Rain it woud be other- 
wife.
